i went to see the greatest living vations 
of the earth and the countries where the 
mightiest people of the past lie buried 
and I found pleaeure and instruction in 
taking a survey of the whole.

A man 
may have aii that money can buy and 
be eurrounded by ali the ijuxuries and re- 
fuements that taste or appetite can eug- 
gest, yet if be bas no ccuutry, bo place 
or Governmect, be is poor indeed.
